The results. of the referendum on 
the Woodstock School, conducted on 
election day, were disappointing 
to lthe Board of Directors, iadmin- 
istrators, teachens, and parents..of 
students at Woodstock Elementiary 
School. ‘While we all anticipated a 
close vote, we all hoped. that ithe 
voters would -suppont ithe Board 
of Director’s decision to replace 
the obsolete elementary building 
in Woodstock with a new, safe, 
energy-efficient building, From the 
outset, the Buildings and Grounds 
Committee presented the replace- 
ment of the Woodstock School as 
a sound economic and business de- 
cision, and trusted that. ithe mu- 
jority of expenditure wise taxpay- 
ers would endorse: that decision. 

While Board members. did not 
conduct a systematic poll to de- 
tenmine. the reasons for ithe refer- 
endum defeat, many members, felt 
the referendum failed because of 
local economic ‘conditions, ‘and be- 
cause of ia lack of understanding 
or lack of confidence in the state’s 
reimbursement of 95% of the 
construction iand financing. Other 
concems. of the voters. nveré also 
shared twith Board members, In 
some cases, negative votes were 
based upon rumors and misstate- 
ments and misinformation, which 
Was particularly frustrating. Also, 
disagreements ‘with site selection 
and building concept resulted in 
negative votes: being cast. These 
disagreements were anticipated, 
however, because getting unani- 
mous agreement jamong 2295 vot- 
ers on the location and design of 
a new building is an unrealistic 
expectation, The Board made ey- 
ery effort to insure that the site 
and the general design were ac- 
ceptable to as many people as 
possible, The Board made certain 
that the Woodstock parents group 
reviewed building plan alterna- 
tives and site alternatives prior to 
Board action on those issues. 

Based upon the feedback receiy- 
éd to date, the Board members do 
not believe their constituents vot- 
ed against the proposed school be- 
cause they favored réfurbishing 
the existing Woodstock building, 
Consequently, at this point the 
Boad is not planning significant 
renovations to the Woodstock 
School. The Buildings & Grounds 
Committee has, asked the admin- 
istration to identify those expendi- 
tureg required in the next five (5) 
yeats to maintain the building, to 
ensure the safety of the students 
in the building, and to realize fur- 
ther energy savings. The Board, 
at this point, is hot contemplating 
any dractic action with regand to 
the Woodstock’ Scliool, They neith- 
er plan to abandon the school, nor 
to invest large suitis to make the 
school habitable for an indefinite 
time period. The Board still be- 
lieves that the wisest long range 
decision is to replace the build- 
ing, atid, once the economy or 
votéx sentiment has ¢learly chang- 
ed, the Board will place the ques- 
tio: of replacing the Woodstock 
school before the voters again. 
This vote iwill, in ail likelihood, 
occur Wwithin the next two to dhree

Data from the 1980-1981 school year 
indicate that S-A.D 44 spent $52 
per student above the state aver- 
age for elementary plant opera- 
tions, which includes heating oil, 
custodial salaries, etc. At the se- 
condany level, the district was $5 
per studént below the state aver- 
age, This relatively high per pu- 
pil expenditure at the elementary 
level is due entirely to inefficient 
and obsolete elementary schools 
which SAD. 44 operates, If §.A. 
D. 44 elementary buildings operat. 
ed as efficiently as Telstar, over 
$50,000 per year in local property 
taX could be saved. The fact that 
the Board must spend scance tax 
doliars to heat and maintain ob- 
solete and inefficient buildings is 
a source of great frustration, The 
Board hopes that, ultimately, the 
voters and taxpayers in the dis- 
trict will endorse the decision to 
replace thesé outdated farilities 
with énergy efficient buildings so 
that we can spend local taxeg on 
textbooks and teachers instead: of 
fuel oil and electricity. 

In conclusion, the defeat of the 
referendum does not change the 
needs of the district. The district 
cantiot afford to opentte its old 
buildiigs in the long-run. The 
Boards’ plan to apgrade the ele- 
mentary schools has not changed, 
it hag been pushed further inte 
the future, Wa hope when the next 
referenduni occurs, the public wilt 
help us provide safer, efficient 
buildings for our children,
